tain from its acts when the war had a legal 
existence. Congress on the 13th ot July, 
1861, passed an act declaring war between 
the Government of the United States and 
the Southern States then ina state of insur- 
rection. And though several engagements 
had taken place between the armies of the 
two séctions, and all the country was ablaze 
long prior to that date, there was no legal 
war which, by ifs own force and effect, 
dissolved the business relations between 
the citizens of the North and South until 
the 13th of July, 1861. 

This act authorized the President to 
issue a proclamation, declaring the inhabi- 
tants of certain States in a state of insur- 
rection against the United States, and that 
thereupon “all commercial intercourse 
by and between the same and all the 
citizens thereof and the citizens of the rest 
of the United States shall cease, and be 
unlawiul, so long as such condition shall 
continue.” 

The par‘icular case ovt of which these 
questicrs grow 18 this: 

MatHEws, a citizen of New’ York, 
formed a copartnership with certain par- 


| ties in New Orleans in Mar-h, 1861—atter 
the Lou'siana ordipanceef secession had 


been pasced (January 26, 1861). On the 
15th and 19th of April, 1861, President 
Lincoun declared that insurrection exist- 
ed in Louisiana and other States, and de- 
claring their ports under blockade. On 
the 23d of Apysil, 1861, the company in 
which MatHEws was a p.riner accepted 
a certain draft, and on the 26th ut Feb. 
ruary, 1862, two other drafts, and on the 
2d of January, 1862, gave their promissory 
note. On these three drafts and the prom- 
issory note suit was instituted in New 
York, not long since, MATHEWS, among 
other pleas, pleading that he was not ha 

ble, as the firm had beea dissolved by the 
war of the rebellion. The court below 
gave plaintiff judgment for the full amount 
claimed, and MaTHEws appealed. 

The Appellate Court held that, as the in- 
eurrectioa in the Southern States did not 
attain to the digvity of war until July 13, 
1861, copartpersbips of this nature bet ween 
citizens of the two sections were not dis- 
eolvyed beiore that date, and hence Maru. 
EWes was liable on the draft dated April 
23, 1861, but not upon tbe other insiru- 
ments of January and February, 1862. 

Ii this opinion shall be generally con- 
curred in by other courts, it follows that 
contracts beiween citizens of the different 
sections are binding if made prior to July 
13, 1861. This is the date fixed by the 
decision in question. But does not the 
‘xistence of war require the concurrence 
«f the two great departments of the Gov- 
ernment, the legislative and executive? 
As the proclamation above referred to was 
vot issued until the 16th of August, 1861, 
will not that be the date fixed’ as the one. 
anterior to which the commercial relations | 


tions were not disturbed when the exigen- 
cies of cases hereaiter to be adjudged shall | 
reduce the question to one of days and | 
bours, as did pot happen mm this case? If | 
ihe President’s proclamation of April, 
1£61, declaring a state of insurrection, had | 
noi the effect ot diseolving these commer- 
cia] relatiops, could the act of Congress 
of July 18, until ioliowed up by the Presi- , 
dent’s proelamation thereon of August , 
16,18¢1?
